THE EASTERN DROUGAT. 
Dry Wellsin Jersey and Birds Dying 0’ 
Starvation. 

[From the New York Sun, 2oth. J 
The long drought, which has parched the 
eountry generally, has reduced the southern 
part of New York State and the northern por- 
tion of New Jersey toa condition that has hal 
no parallel in many years. In Passaic and 
Bergen counties, N. J., there are a creat num- 
ber of residences of persons doing business 
in New York and residing during the co.der 
montbs in the vicinity of this city. On May ti 
the owners of these suburban places betake 
themselves to their country homes, and are 
accustomed to find the grass extending over 


collective lawns of many hundred acres 
green and _ fresh. But this year the 
face of the country bears a different 
aspect. The grass is not green, but 


yellow and withered, the flowers are sickly 
and drooping for want of moisture, and al- 
thoughthe trees have put forth their ieaves, 
the foliage looks shrunken and hangs ina 
lifeless way. Robins and other song birds, 
which are carefully protected by the owners 
of the numerous country seats in New Jersey, 
and usually make the woods and meadows 
resoubd With song at this time of year, are 
rarcly heard now. They shelter themselves 
as best they may fromthe fierce heat of the 
sup, and are seldom seen on the open ground 
except inthe early moraing and after sun- 
down. ‘The dry earth refuses to afford them 
their natural diet, for without burrowing two 
or three feet intothe ground they would be 
puzzled to find a worm; and, deprived of this 
food, thousands of them have died of starva- 
tion, and their lifeless bodies are every day 
found lving ov the parched grass. 

But the evil is by no means confined to the 
destruction of pleasure grounds and objects 
of beauty. It extends further, and promises. 
if the drought continues much longer, to pro- 
duce incalculable suffering. The chief pro- 
ductions of Passaic and Bergen counties are 
hav and pasture. The grass seems to, be de- 
stroyed in every district, and presents a yel- 
lowish appearance. Vegetables and fruits of 
all kinds now in season are scarce and bad. 
Cherries should now be tolerably plentiful, 
but they have been plucked toosoon, lest the 
intense heat should destroy them, and they 
are small and flavoriess. Strawberries are 
gathered in abundance, but they are, for the 
most part, almost worthless. They have not 
matured, and to leave them unplucked is to 
insure their destruction. In some private 
gardens great care and persistent watering by 
band have resulted in the production of some 
fairly good fruit, but the regular growers 
have failed to raise much that is fitfor sale. 

Hundreds of acres of land have forsome time 
been ready to receive the corn seed ordinarily 
sown at this period or earlier, but the firmers 
have not planted it. They sayit would be 
useless to do so: first, because the chances 
would be greatly against its taking root if it 
were not disturbed, and second, because, the 
ground being not unlike an ash heap in its 
consisfency. the birds would quickly pick it 
out, and the moles, easily traversing the earth 
in its present condition, would destroy it. If 
the drought lasts two weeks longerit will be 
too late to plant tke seed, and a short crop 
will be the result. 

Another great danger is threatened by the 
existing heat; a large number of silk and 
other wills in Passaic and Bergen counties 
are run by water power, and are dependent 
upon the numerous streams that thread the 
iwo counties for their supply of water. 
These streams are rapidly running low, anda 
not very protracted continuance of the pres- 
ent heat will stop the mil's sitogether. Al- 
yeecdy the anticipated peri! forms an anxious 
tc pic of discussion in the mill districts, where 
jt is suid that, should existing fears be realiz- 
ed, upward of 500 employes will be thrown 
outofwoik. The wells, too, have felt the 
effeci-af the drought, and a scarcity of water 
is appretiended.

An American Doctor in Russia. 
. |From the St. Petersburg Golos. | 

Inthe month of April there came to St. 
Petersburg one Dr. Hoff, of New York, an 
alleged specialist in the treatment of aiphthe- 
1ia, recommended to the Russian medical au- 
tbhorities by the Russian Minister at Washing- 
tonand by Mr. Ramsey, the United States 
Minister of War. Dr. Hoff claimed to possess 
a specific for diphtheria, an oil extracted from 
the roots of a Brazilian plant known as farri- 
com. This oil, dissoived in alcohol and used 
internolly and externally, according to the 
directions of Dr. Hoft, was said to be asure 
remedy in cases of diphtheria. The Yankee 
dogor also explained that he did 
not seek any pecuniary profit from 
his discovery; that he had left in New York a 
handsome practice, re ng him over $100 
weekly; that all he Wanted was an opportunity 
to secure a fair trial for his drug on a large 
scale. One thing looked rather strange to the 
Ruggian doctors, viz.: that their Yankee col- 
league did not know the medical terminology. 
and was unable to tell them to what g@us and 
species farricom belonged. Nevertheless, the 
» doctor was permitted to try his drug and ski'l. 
He went into the province of Poltava, where an 
epidemic of diphtheria wasfraging. Several 
Villages were visited by him, and a number of 
the sick were given overto his special care. 
Some of tbe Sisters of Mercy were placed 
at his disposal and were instructed by 
him. Unhappily the results of the experi- 
ment were not favorable tothe Yankee doc- 
tor. Of all the patients treated by him not 
one recovered. As soon as the arrival of the 
American doctor was made known great 
numbers of invalids of all kinds,especially in- 
curables, flocked to bim. His professional 
advice was freely given, and its nature satis- 
fied the Russian physicians and druggists 
that Dr. Hoff had not enjoyed the advantages 
of a thorough medical education. As he does 
not charge anything for his advice and medi- 
cine be is not.a quack inthe ordinary sense. 
Here he is regarded as a fanatic on the subject 
of bis drug. 


Howgate’s Arctic Steamship. 
j|From the Washington Star, May 1s. | 
The steamer Gulnare was successfully 
launched last evening from the Alexandria 
Marine Railway Company’s docks in the pres- 
ence of Secretary Thompson and his daughter, 
Capt. Howgate and his wife; Mr. Snyder, 
vresident of Marine Railway Company: Capt. 
Chester, of the Gulnare, and others. The 
Giulnare is an 1ron steamer of 225 tons, 140 feet 
in length and twenty-one feet breadth of beam. 
The thin iron plates, which are generaily re- 
garded as a suflicient protection against the 
violence of the winds and waves, have in this 
case been reinforced on each side by an 
entire new wooden frame of white oak on the 
inside, lined throughout with heavy four- 
inch ceiling. The outside is sheathed 
with three-inch oak plank fastened 
through and through,the whole giving a strong 
shellof wood and iron fpurteen inches in 
thickness. The bow off the outside is iron- 
plated, fourteen feet from the stem and ten 
feet up and down. Inthe inside the bow 
is built up with three heavy “breast hooks, tit- 
ted in solid, while throughout the entire ves- 
sel heavy ouk beams run from sie to side at 
the water mark. The engineis of 250 horse 
power, with two 30-inch cyiinders anda 24- 
inch stroke. The vessel is brig-rigged, and is 
fitted out with an entire new suit of sails and 
new spare sails. The vessel will be brought to 
the Washington navv yard, where the work 
of Joading will be begun atonce. She will be 
provisioned for two years for twenty-five men, 
with canned pemmican. Fur clothing will be 
secured along the Greenland coast. The ex- 
pedition, it is thougbt, will sailin June, and 
.the vessel will make its way asfaras eighty-

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Mr. Oliphant’s Scheme for Colonizing 
Paiestine. 
[From the Londcn Times. ] 

The Kev. George Nugee gave a lecture yes- 
terdav, May 15, at St. George’s Hall, on a pro- 
posal for coionizing Palestine by Jews, and 
referred incidentally to the existing establish- 
) ment of a Jewish agricultural colony of fifty- 
five inhabitants near Jaffa. After some stat- 
istics relating tothe modern Jews, who, he 
said, bad shown themselves so alive to the ad- 
vantages of education that they numbered 
balfthe University students, half the barris- 
ters, and more than half the merchants of 
Vienna, the lecturer proceeded todevelop a 
plan which he said had met with§the approval 
of many Jews,and had becn communicated by 
Mr. Lawrence Oliphant to the Sultan, who re- 
ceived it favorably, for establishing a Jewish 
colony on the east bank of the Jordan. 

The plan was to purchase 1,500,000 acies, to 
introduce a Eurgpean element into its govern- 
ment, and to sefile colonies there, either of 
Jewish peasant farmersor Jewish farmers 
employing the iabor of the indigenous fellahin. 
The incursions of the Arabs were a danger, 
but might be bought off. He had senta cir- 
cular to Mr. Goschen, the new special envoy 
to Constantinople, who had expressed a deep 
interestinthe scheme.

In my specials I alluded to the cat’s-paws 
that were being made of the sons of Abraham 
Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglass to enabie 
the machinists to rake the Grant chestnuts 
out of the Illinois fire. These young men 
need guardiars. It was not a bad idea, viewed 
from a poetic standpoint, that the old-tim- 
ers had of burning the king’s household—wo- 
men, babes and bovs—with the king’s body. 
It didn’t give the heirs a chance to tarnish the 
reputation ofthe dead. All the romance in 
Illinois politics clusters about the names of 
Douglas and Lincoln. Tbey are the political 
idols of Suckerdom. Their names ornament 
counties, townships, hotels, streets, saloons 
and cemeteries. As you enter the un- 
finished Capitol you are greeted 
with the names of Douglas and 
Lincoln. Their statues stand on either 
side of the main entrance, and full-length 
portraits of each hang in the Hall of Repre- 
sentatives, where the convention was held.

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The Asiatic Famine.

Mosul, the center of the famine district in 
Asiatic ‘Turkey, from which an earnest appeal 
for aid has just been made to the United 
States, is situated in what was ancient Meso- 
potamia. Itis of much historic interest,qbe- 
ing on the right bank of the Tigris, 180 miles 
from Bagdad, and opposite the ruins of 
ancient Nineveh, capital of the great Assyrian 
Empire, and frequently referredto in the 
Scriptures. Nineveh is said to have been <le- 
stroyed by the united armies of the Medes 
and Babylonians, under Cvyaxares and 
Nabopolassar, 625 years before the Christian 
; eras When Herodotus visited it, less than 
‘two centuries after, it was utterly demolished. 
Mosul, is in the Province of Al-Jezireh, is 
surio@nded by walls, and commonly more 
prosperous than most Turkish towns, in con- 
sequence of its caravan trade with Diarbekir, 
Bagdad and Aleppo. Its prosperity is noth- 
ing, however, to what it was in the Middle 
Ages, when it supplied all Lurope with its 
rich manufactures. According to Marco Polo, 
mwuslins got their name from this place, whose 
bazaars are now filled with products of tho 
West. Its diminisbed trade is attributable to 
the rise of Abushebr, a sea-port on the east 
coast of the Persian Gulf, and the emporium 
of the Indian trade with Persia. Mosul is the 
seat of a Jacobite Patriarch, and was formerly 
the metrepolis of all the Mesopotamian Caris- 
tians; but war, oppression, famine, pesti- 
lence, Mohammedan proselytism and contin- 
ual anarchy have materially reduced their 
numbers. The population is estimated at from 
20,000 to 40,000, of whom one-fourth may be 
Christians.

Col. P: Donan, well known in Missouri as 
the editor of the once famous Lexington Uau- 
casian, arrived in the city a few days ago on 
his way to Ratesville, Arkansas, where he is 
to deliver the annual address before the Press 
Association of that State on the 7th of June. 
The Colonel is now the editor of the Dead- 


? wood Daily Pioneer, the leading paper pub- 


lished in the Territory of Dakota, and is full 
of interesting information about that great and 


rapidly-growing country of the Northwest. 
He bas also some very pronounced opinions 
about the political situation. Ina conversa- 
tion with a Posr-DISPATCH reporter he ex- 
pressed himself in a mwa-rer quite refreshing. 

After the usual salutations the reporter 
wheeled himself into line, and began the 
skirmish with— 

‘*Well, Colonel, how do you like your new 
home ?’? 

‘*‘Like does not expressit. Liking is not 
loving. Ilove it and am delighted with it.’ 

“The outside world has very vague notions 
of Dakota and the Black Hills: have you any 
objection to telling me something about 
them?” 

‘*Objeetion! No; it isg@ theme on which 
my tongue is always glad to wag. The great 
difficulty is that the Post-DIspaTCcH, large as 
it is and broad as is the 
field it covers, is not big enough to 
bold allI would like to say. It would take 
a volume to give you evena faint idea of the 
vastness, the resources and the growth of that 
wonderful region. Dakotaisa gramd empire 
of 153,000 square miles—larger than all the 
New England states, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware combined; and 
in its whole vast area there is not an acre 
thatis not rich in resources—agricultural, 
mineral or pastoral. Within her borders are 
the most exbaustless gold mines, the grand- 
est wheat fields and millions of acres of the 
finest pasture lands upon the face of 
the globe. Think of valleys that 
yield eight hundred bushels of potatoes 
and eighty bushels of oats to the acre,

of solid goldea ore, whose summits kiss the 
skies. Think of wheat farms like that of Dal- 
rymple near Fargo, that last year produced 
0,000 bushels of wheat—enough to load 1,500 
cars, making a tra@in fifteen miies long—clear- 
ing him, above all expenses, $185,000, as the 
profits of one year’scrop. Think of a farmer 
like Grandin, forty miles nortn of Fargo, in 
the wonderful Valley of the Red River of the 
North, whoowns andrunsaline of steam- 
boats and bargesto ship the harvest of his 
own farm, has his own elevators, and may 
possibly take a notion, any time, to build his 
own railroad to Lake Superior. Think of 
cities like Fargo, Bismarck and Deadwood 
risen amid the thickliy-strewn bones an 
horns of the scarcely vanished elk and buffalo, 
irom the savage nothingness of five years ago 
into all the bustle and weaith and luxury of 
prosperous metropolitanism, with immense 
wholesale and retail stores, banks. theaters, 
hotels and daily papers that would be credita- 
ble 1n regions of.a century’s growth. Think of 
all this in a region that ignorant 
and lying geographers, only ten years ago, 
set down as a ferra incognita, a frigid wilder- 
ness, 2 desolate combination of Kamschatka 
and the Great Sahara, a frozen desert destined 
to remain forever uninhabited, and you will 
have some faint conception of Dakota.”’ 

‘Those will certainly be new ideas to many 
people. Is this remarkable growth still going 
on?’ 

‘*Begond anything you ever saw or heard 
of, beyond all my tonguey powers to portray. 
Last spring 1 passed through Fargo, a mere 
straggling village. Ten days ago I came back 
to find it acitv. with elegant brown and cream 
colored stone front blocks, hotels like the Con- 
tinental, with 150 rooms and as well kept as 
the best hotel in St. Louis; and papers like 
the Daiivy Argus, that would be a credit to any 
city of 25,000 inbabitants.

Russians, Swedes, Scots and Scandi- 
navians swarm in the wheat-raising regions 
of Northeastern Dakota: English, Germans 
and natives of our older States predontinate 
in the southeastern section, and all ereation 
shakes hands and touches elbows and glasses 
in the Hills of the Southwest. Africa, Asia, 
Europe, America and the isles of the sea jostle 
each other and jabber every creed from Calvin 
to Bob Ingersoll, from Pius and Leo to Budd-

“Deadwood must be a remarkable place; 
give me a few points about it.’? 

“You may well call it remarkable; it isa 
municipal miracle. Justthink of a town on- 
ly three years old, with 3,000 inhabitants, able 
to lose $2,000, 000 by atire,as Deadwood did 
last September; and while her whole popula- 
tion, men, women and children, were perched 
around upon the bleak mountain sides, shiv- 
ering in toeir Se Ste above a wide 
waste ot ashes and blackened ruins, spunky 
enough to telegraph back to the world, in re- 
ply to the offers of aid which were pouring 
in from every direction: ‘Deadwood in ashes 
declines all outside assistance and stands 
ready to contribute to the needs of suiferers 
elsewhere!’ None but a people confident of 
the illimitable riches of cheir region would 


ever have dared send such a 
message. The whole city was swept 
away, all the winter’s supplies 


were gone, 2,000 people were houseless and 
almost naked, but their spirit was unbroken. 
Before daylight dawned uponthe ash-heaps 
that alone remained of all their possessions, 
they were raking away the embers, bargain- 
ing for lumber and brick and hiring laborers 
torebuild. For four months thetown wasa 
hive of human busy bees, carpenters and 
bricklayers worked in relays day and night, 
and to-day the a 1s far better and more 
beautifully built than before thefire.

With the return of the heated season 
and the blood fermentation incident there- 
to, the work of self-destruction on the part 
of the human family begins.

Will incontinently blow off te top of his 
heal as soon as the weather gets warm, 
food abundant and the demand for clothing 
limited. Life can be sustained much easi- 
er in the summer than in the winter, and 
one would naturally think that most dis- 
contented people would manage to shuttie 
off late in the Fall, at the threshold of the 
expensive season, rather than at a time 
when nature smiles, the birds sing and 
strawberries retail at five cents a quart. 
The fact that they do not is evidence that 
the hot sun aggravates brain disorders, 
magnifies physical sufferings and produces 
bile. One day this week an ex-Alderman 
of Dubuque killed himself; Col. Morton, of 
Quincy, blew out his brains; an old man at 
Vanceburg, Kentucky, emptied his sorrows 


| into the Ohio River, and Mr. Robert T. 


Gray, a traveling salesman fora St. Joe 
jnercantile house, shot himself to death in 
a Kansas City bagnio. This was 
the most singular freak of the suicidal 
season. With all the world before 
him, it was strange, indeed, that this man 
should have deliberately added to the folly 
of suicide a disgrace which will make his 
name odious among those who would glad- 
ly have honored his memory for the sake 
of the associations of better days. The 
case Of Mr. Gray should be a warning to 
hundreds who are treading the same down- 
ward path. The life of the commercial 
traveler is one of irregularity and peculiar 
temptation. This one had probably wasted 
himself in dissipation and riotous living. 
When the realization of the extent of 
degradation came the desire to get out of 
the world overshadowed all sense of shame 
and propriety. There is no such thing as 
measuring the remorse which could drive a 
man to death amid such shameful sur- 
roundings, and this poor fellow is perhaps 
entitled to a little of that pity which the 
world so sparingly deals out to the sinful 
and the unfortunate. 


ABOUT the most amusing figure in Euro- 
pean politics is the pestiferous Garibaldi: 
About every six months we are pathetically 
informed that the red-shirted disturber is 
being carried off dramatically to die. 
Shortly after that we hear that he is mar- 
ried again, has started another revolution 
or has purchased a new home with the pro- 
ceeds of the soldi contributed by his ad- 
mirers. But neither poverty nor disease 
can stifle the old iconoclast’s fecundity in 
the matter of proclamations. There is no 
given state of circumstances under which 
he cannot be depended upon to fire off a 
sky-rockety appeal to somebody to do 
something desperate.

Thegreat 
difficulty in making sbip, canals is the locks, 
their enormous expense and dangers or the 
every way objectionable and expensive, deep 
cuttings to avoid them. When the reader 
was in charge of the Delaware and 
Raritan Canai he turned his attention 
to a system of working the locks, opening the 
gates, valves, wickets, and hauling the ships 
by steam, He appiied steam power tothe 
locks, thirteen in number, and it at. once in- 
creased the capacity of the canal 50 per cent. 
Accidents,not unfrequent before, have not oc- 
curred since. The apparatus was so strong 
that it has never broken and never needed re- 
pairs. Steam cannot be used im locks made 
after old models and inthe old style, but for 
ship canals locks of extreme dimen- 
sions with thirty feet lift, so 
that the largest ship can be hauled 
rapidly by a steam engine, can be constructed. 

Mr. Welch then described a proposed lock 
400 feetin length by 80 feet in width, with 
30 feet lift, through which the largest ships 
could easily, safely and rapidly be hauled, il- 
lustrating the plan with designs. ‘The prin- 
cipal point on such a lock was the foundation. 
European engineers proposed as the foundation 
of a lock concrete, and concrete only. That 
was vicious, for concrete cracks, and if there 
was an earthquake it could not be stop- 
ped. He proposed concrete laid first and a 
timber platform, American fashion. This 
would be a double safeguard. Timber alone 
is incomparably safer than concrete alone, but 
both together they make a_ certainty. 
European engineers would reject the wooden 
platform without examination, but if they 
had American experience. they certainly 
would not. The power iequired to movea 
ship weighing wfth its cargo forty millions of 
pounds, or 2,000 tons, three feet per second, 
and break the inertia in about a minute,would 
be about 200,000 lbs strain on the rope.A rope 
ecable3 inches in diameter round the drum 
worked by an engine would do. One third of 
the power would belostin the engine itself 
and in the transmission. The ship could be 
hauled into and out of the lock in about five 
or six minutes with safety. W hile the ship was 
in the lock breaks should be 
applied to the rope to. break it. 
The ships should not be allowed to touch 
the sides of the locks or the gates: that should 
be asina qua hon. The application of steam 
power to locks was no longer an experiment. 
The cost of such a lock in this country would 
be $1,600,000, or $2,000,000 at the Isthmus 
of Panama, and it would cost $50,000 to run 
itannually. Mr. Welch concluded by saying 
he would not express any opinion as tothe 
routes suggested for Inter-oceanic Canal, ex= 
cept that a level canal through a valley sub- 
ject to floods was certainly to be opposed. 

THE JETTIES. 

The next paper was read by the secretary 
and prepared by Mr. Max E. Schmidt. con- 
cerning the jetties. It was brief, andas fol- 
lows: 

At the request of Mr. L. E. Corthell, Resi- 
dent Engineer, Mr. Max hk. Schmidt, member 
ofthe society, submits as an addendum to 
his paper of last year, the following brief note 
relating to the maintenance of the channel at 
the South Pass jetties and the general condi- 
tion of the works: At the head of the passes 
the 50 foot channel is now 450 feet wide, with 
a least depth of 50.1 feet. The improvement 
during the last year has been constant and 
more marked than at any period heretofore. 
At. the jetties proper the channel 
has again improved in depth and width. There 

«has not been a single day in the last five 
months in which the thirty-foot channel has 
been found deficient, and during that time 
the dredge boat Bayley has been in service 
only eleven anda half days, when work was 
required near the sea end of the jetties, where 
slight fluctuations in the bottom nominally 
closing the thirty-foot channel must be ex- 
pected to take place owing to the action of the 
waves and the aftleet of storms upon the 


mouth. But, the consolidating now 
in progress at the ends of the 
jetties once completed, there will be 


a permanent central depth of thirty feet and 
more, Which will be wholly maintained by the 
action of the current and require no dredging. 
No examination has been made of the Gulf 
bottom immediately seaward of the jetties 
since December, 1879, When a comparison with 
the survey of 1876 showed an average scour of 
710,687 cubic yards, amounting in totai to an 


average increase of depth of 1.22 feet. Since 
1875 the inmerease in depth over an 
area almost identical with the one 
just named has been 1.1 feet. The 


construction of the concrete capping on the 
east jetty is nearly tinished, including the 
p@apet which crowns the blocks. The con- 
crete work will ultimately extend overa dis- 
tanee of 5,159 lineal feet. commencing at a 
point 6,500 feet from the castern land’s end 
and terminating at the sea end. The net 
amounts of material used in the construction 
of the jetties are as follows: 13,000,000 feet, 
board measure, of lumber: 60.000 cubie 
yards of willows: 100,000 cubic yards of stone: 
i,°81.47 cubic yards of concrete for blocks and 
parapets: 375,000 feet, board measure, of pal- 
metto logs. 

Mr. Crocs, at the conclusion of the paper, 
remarked tbat the convention would be glad 
to hear from the Chairman on the subject. 

Capt. Eads responded by stating that the 
statements of Mr. Schmidt were substan- 
tially vorrect. ‘The channel had been de- 
ficient occasionally at the sea end of 
the jetties to such an extent as 
to require a few hours’ use during tne 
day of the dredge boat to remove it. This 
was caused by the fluctuations of wind and 
tide. When the works were completed there 
would be inacouple of years thirty-two or 
thirty-three feet as the full depth of the chan- 
ne . 

“Cheap Transportation versus Rapid Trans- 
itand Delivery,’’ by Mr. M. Coryell, was 
read by its title. 

Mr. Ashbel Welch read a paver on ‘‘The 
Tay Bridge Disaster.’’ He did not propose 
to discuss the a Bridge, vut only a single 
suggestion raised by the disaster.

WIND PRESSURE ON STRUCTURES. 

At its conclusion, a short discussion which 
had followed the reading of the Tay Bridge 
paper was resumed, 

Mr. Theodore Cooper stated that engineers 
knew nothing of what wind pressure was, 
Their knowledge of the pressure of wind wag 
derived from atable to determine the rela. 
tion between the velocity of the wind and its 
| heat, which had been prepared 

rom experiments conducted upon a rotary 
whee] upon which the surface was one foot 
square, and the ules by - which 
the wind pressure was calcu. 
lated were made by theoretical forthula. 
Engineers would recornize that if 
they were to build. important structures 
something more definite was required to de- 
termine the wind’s pressure. ‘i'he speaker 
then discussed four important points to be 
considered injcalculating the wind’s pressure. 
He referred fully to the rythmie effect of 
winds, and in conclusion stated that General 
Meyers, of the Government, Meteorologicat 
Bureau, bad received an appointment from 
Congress to make experiments to arrive at 
scme exact knowledge ofthe pressure of the 


wind. Gen. Meyers Was anxious to hear 
from engineers ard receive sugzestions 
as to the. experiments they de- 
sired end deemed best. In conclusion 
Mr. Cooper. remarked that when 


in England be had visited the Cumberland Vi- 
aduct, a similar structure tothe Tay bridge, 
and had thoroughly examined it. He had 
come to the conclusion that if the 
Cumberland Viaduct met sucha wind as 
prevailed in this country—not a tornado—but 
an ordinary high wind, it would probably 
share the fate of the Tav Bridge. 

Mr. Robert Briggs thought the problem of 
the pressure of winds upon structures one of 
extreme importance. Oneof the most im- 
portant considerations which the engineer has 
before him is the question of what resistance 
Ry — offers to the pressure of the 
wind. 

Col. C. Shaler Smith moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed by the chairman 
to correspond with General Meyers in rela- 
tion to this subject and tosubmit to hima 
number ofexperments they would like to 
have made. 

Mr. Briggs seconded the resolution, which 
was adopted, and the chairman appointed 
Messrs. Shaier Smith, Theodore Cooper and 
Robert Briggs as such committee. 

Capt. Eads said one suggestion he would 
throw out was the consideration-of the pres- 
sure of the wind with regard tothe height of 
a building. The velocity of the wiad was 
greater as it ascended. The 
pressure is generally estimated as from 
thirty to fifty pounds a square foot, but ona 
tower 200 feet high the pressure would be 
far greater at the top than at the base. 

TORNADOES 

With regard to tornadoes, which sometime: 
exert such enormous foree near the earth 
their action is generally limited toa very smal! 
space. It is not possible nor proper toincur thé 
expense of providing against such a tornado 
as lifted a locomotive from the track near the 
ezstern endof the St. Louis Bridge. The 
chance ofatornado striking the bridge was 
infinitely small. : 

Mr. Shaler Smith remarked that he and 
Prof. Nipher had gone over the track of the 
Marshfield tornado and he related 
the results he had found. The tornado 
developed atone point a pressure of 58 lbs to 
the square foot. A piano was lifted and car- 
ried some 270 feet and placed on its feet with- 
out any serious damage. 

Mr. Robert Briggs described the meteoro- 
logical causes of a tornado. 

Capt. Eads remarked that the St. Louis 
bridge would resist a pressure of 100 pounds 
per cubic foot. ” 

Mr. Francis detailed some facts about the 
Havre de Grace disaster. To make a bridge 
safe it should be as strong laterally as ver- 
tically. ° 

Mr. Smith said the difference  be- 
tween the American bridges and English was 
that the former were coastructed to resist 
aforty-two pound pressureand the latter 
twenty-one feet. That was the milk im the 
cocoanut in the Tay Bridge disaster. Z 

Mr. Cooper asked the Western engineers if 


they could give some information 
which was desirable, especially in 
kngland. There bad been a discussion 


in England upon the subject of river boats. 
The distinctive point in American steamboats 
wasthe ‘‘hegframe.*’ The society would 
like commu: ications from Western engineers 
on the subiect.

Wiltz is well acquainted with 
the business men of St. Louis, having visited 
this city two or three times during the con- 
struction of ~~. and having renewed 
acquaintances at’ the Mississippi River Con- 
vention held in Newrleans. The gentleman 
was at the Merchants’ Exchange to-day, 
under escort of Charles E. and 


A. W. Slayback,the former being an old busi- 
iness associate. In conformity to the custom 
that has obtained under President Smith’s 
administration, the reception tendered the 
distinguished gentleman was ofa social and 
purely informal nature. Governor Wiltz is 
one of the leading business men of New Or- 
leans and vice-president of one of the most 
substantial banks ef the Crescent City. The

Mrs. Floti, who had a leg broken amd was 
otherwise injured. She sued the city for $10, - 
000 damages. Others also sued the city for 
injuries received at the same time, and the 
aggregate amount claimed in this way is about 


$00,000. The case of Mrs. Flori is 
the first to come to trial, and 
upon its fate the others depend. 


Judge Henry A. Clover appeared for the 
plaintiff and Mr. Leverett Bell for the city. 
Thetheory of the defense is tnat the storm 
that blew down the building was inthe na- 
ture of 

A TORNADO, 
and therefore the accident was a Providential 
and unavoidable one. The plaintiffs, howev- 
er, set up that the market buiiding was oid, 
rickety and unsafe, and that 1t was the duty 
of the city to see that it was taken down or 
made secure, 

Mr. Bell strengthened the defense very much 
this morning by introducing an account-of 
the storm that blew down the market, pub- 
lished in one of the city papers the morning 
ufter the occurrence took piace. The article 
is headed “The Tornado—Great Destruc- 
tion of eps gated Last Night,’’ ete. It was 
two-thirds of a columnin length and gave a 
detailed account of the ravages of one of the 
worst storms that ever visited the city. ‘Che 
Chouteau Avenue Mill, some buildings on 
Taon avenue, @ railroad round-house in 
Kast St. Louis and a ferryboat onthe river 
were destroved and many people badly hurt. 

Chief Sexton and Prof. Tice both testified 
for the defense, and both pronounced the 
storm to be in the nature of a tornado. The 
case will not come to an end before late this 
evening.
